Tax-Cutting Bill

Likely to Become 
Campaign Argument 


Both Sides Declare They 
*• .Will Let Voters • Say 


Who Was Right 


Washington, July 19* —(AP)— 


Failure of the senate to override 
President" Truman's veto of. the 
GOP tax-cutting bill tossed the 
issue into the, 1948 political cam- 
paign today. Both sides expressed 
willingness to let the voters de- 
cide who was right. 


Prospects' for tax reductions at 


this session of congress died last 
night when hackers of the bill 
marshaled only 57 senate votes 
against 36 supporters of the, pres- 
ident—-five short of the necessary 
two-thirds majority.

—The American captain of the 
refugee ship Exodus 1947 was. re- 
ported in jail today as a result of a 
shipboard battle 
between; more 


than 4,000 Jewish immigrants and 
50 British marines which left three 
dead and more than 30 injured. 


One of the dead was identified 


by a British officer as an Ameri- 
can, First Mate Walter Bernstein 
of Los Angeles. The 'officer said 
Bernstein died in a Haifa hospital 
of head wounds. The other victims 
were Jewish immigrants. 


John Stanley Grauel, 30, of Wor- 


cester, Mass., who sailed with the 
immigrants, said the skipper, Capt. 
Bernard Marks, 25, of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, was imprisoned as the Jews 
were moved to troopships for de- 
portation to Cyprus. There was no 
immediate confirmation from Brit- 
ish sources. 


The uninjured 
immigrants al- 


ready have reached Cyprus deten- 
tion camps, joining some 15,000 
others who lacked certificates.

new and full of grand resolutions 
for the welfare of humanity, al- 
ready had swung: into action. At 
long-" last we were to have peace.

France, China, America—brothera- 
in-arms who had bled together in 
the Hitlerian upheaval, sat down 
to the brotherhood, surrounded by

Senator Ferguson, 
who offered the measure, told re- 
porters that he and others were 
coming gradually to the . conclu- 
sion that, if Russia failed to co- 
operate, it might be necessary to 
reorganize the United Nations 
without the Soviets.

A 
high IQ has been the bsdgc-. of 
mental superiority for 30 yoais and 
more. A 'low IQ has 
frequently 


" brought despair to the parents of 
children w£o. as the result of 
these WSLS, have been given sta- 
tistical dunce caps. 


To be sure, a good many young- 


sters u-iQi an IQ of genius rating 
didn't turn out to be geniuses. But 
the faith of most laymen in the 
IQ wasn't shaken. Now along 
come some learned men to say. as 
oteers have beer, 
saying more 


ouietly right along, that the tests 
florft tell the 'whole story, that 
they're arbitrary, inaccurate, mis- 
leading,- and so on. 


.For those who are dismayed by 


these charges, an article by Han- 
nah Lees in the current Collier's 
magazine is recommended read- 
ing. It is called 
"Doing 
What 


Comes Naturally/' and tells the 
story of Johnson O'Connor's ap- 
titude tests which, b»gun at Gen- 
eral Electric 25 years ago, have 
blossomed into Human Engineer- 
ing Laboratories in 10 of the coun- 
try's major cities.

27-year-old 
native 
of Seattle,

Branca, from Mt_ Vernon, N. Y., 
a pair of righthand hurlers, were 
receiving plaudits today for hav- 
ing given probably the best pitch- 
ing performances yet in the 1947 
major league season. 


Hutchinson, the serious^ mind 


ed Detroit Tiger twirler, probably 
had the toughest assignment ever 
handed a pitcher this season. En- 
trusted with the task of stopping 
the New York Yankees, some- 
thing no pitcher had been able to 
do in 19 straight games since June 
29, Hutch not only squelched fcne 
Yankees' 
bid 
for their 
20th 


straight win—an American league 
record—but stopped 
them cold 


with only two hits as he shut them 
out 8-0. 


Branca, Brooklyn's mound ace 


came even closer than Hutchin- 
son in joining the elite group of 
pitchers who have hurled perfect 
games, that is, allowing no one 
to reach base. 


Ralph retired the first 21 men 


to face him in shutting- out the 
St. Louis Cardinals 7-0 with one 
hit. And but for an eighth inn- 
ing lea doff single by Enos Slaugh- 
ter and a pass to Whitey Kuiow- 
ski later in the inning, he would 
have become the first pitcher m 
modern National league history 
to have pitched a perfect game.
